This is also more plainly told in the 
following sketch of a speech delivered 
by the Hon. Daniel 8. Dickinson. Mr. 
D. is a prominent New Yorker, formerly 
a United States Senator, and latterly a 
candidate before the last 

emocratic National Convention for the 
nomination of President of the nation. 
The sketch is from the New York World 
of the 24th April :-— 

* Hon. Daniel S. Dickinson made a speech 
atthe Fifth Avenue Hotel on Monday evening, 
the chief points of which are embodied in the 
following sketch, although it does not repro- 
duce the force and eloquence of Mr. Dickin- 
son’s language. He said that his hearers 
would bear him witness that he had long 
endeavoured to stay the storm that has now 
arisen, and to bring about some peaceful 
settlement of affairs. But now the South, 
first by seceding, and second by firing on the 
old flag, had closed the door of reconciliation. 
He was for meeting them on their own ground. 
He would have no half-way measures--no 
compromises. Let us settle this thing 
speedily and surely. Jt may ruin this 
generation, but we owe it to the next that 
they should have no such troubles as we 
have had. He would strike now, in our 
might, and,if necessary, wipe the South from 
the face of the earth. He knew they would 
have civil war, and, what was far worse, 
servile war; and he would make the prophecy 
that, by the time this matter was settled, the 
peculiar institution of the South would be 
swept away. Let us finish things while we 
are about it, and leave nothing behind us.” 


_ All the Northern papers insist upon 
the Federal Government,taking posses- 
sion of the city of Baltimore—the third 
commercial city in importance in the 
Union, so as to secure a passage through 
it to Washington. If the people of 
Maryland (the State in which Baltimore 
is situate,) will not give it up peaceably, 
they contend that it should be reduced 
to ruins, if necessary to secure it. The 
following from the New York World of 
April 24th isaspecimen of numerous 
articles published in New York papers, 
indicative of the sentiment of the North 
‘in relation to that city :— | 

“It is a military necessity that we have 
secure possession of Maryland, and it is for 
the people of that State to decide whether we 
shall hold it with their voluntary concurrence 
or as a subdued of the enemy’s country. 
100,000 men, or 500,000 men, if necessary, will 
be called out for that purpose; but it is 
absolutely necessary that, either by favour or 
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| 


force, our troops shall move with as 1; 
obstruction in Maryland as in the adjoint’ 
State of Pennsylvania. If it becomes ig 
sary to lay Baltimore in ashes to accomplish 
this, the Government will no more hesitate to 
rain down upon that city a shower of bomb. 
shells than its Fire Department would to blow 
up a building to prevent the spread of g 
conflagration. To sum up in one word, we 
shall hold Washington at all hazards, and we 
can suffer no enemies between it and the 
source of our supplies.” 


We have been ec that, as soon 
as the war was fairly begun, anarch 
and disorder would prevail, and a spirit 
of lawlessness and reckless disregard 
for constitutional forms run riot through 
the land. We thought it quite likely 
that if President Lincoln showed an 
disposition to falter or lag behind the 
popular feeling—if he did not keep his 
lace on the crest of the foremost billow, 
ar in advance of the heavy rollers that 
were surging with velocity behind, he 
would be violently hurled from his 
position and be engulphed in the wild 
waves that were raging around him, 
We thought it might come to this, even 
if it were necessary to resort to violence 
or assassination to accomplish it: but 
we were not looking for threats of 
removal to be made against him thus 
early. Straws floating upon the stream 
give us the means of judging how the 
current is setting. The following short — 
article from the New York Times of 
April 24th, headed “ A Startling Report,” 
is very significant of the spirit of the 
times and the temper of the people :— 
“Tt is stated, on the avthority of Mayor 
Brown, of Baltimore, that the President 
consented that no more troops shall om 
through Maryland, and that a regiment 
Pennsylvania has been turned back pursuant 
to this arrangement. Our pede 
gives a very different account of the decision 
of the President. It is possible that the 
Mayor’s account may not be entirely reliable. 
Under this belief we abstain from such 
comments as such an agreement on the part 
of the President would naturally provoke. 
We will Ts remark that the President 
runs no small risk of being superseded in his 
office, if he undertakes to thwart the clear 
and manifest determination of the people to 
maintain the authority of the Government of 
the United States and to protect its ponour. 
We are in the midst of a revolution, and in 
such emergencies the people are very apt to 
find some representative leader, if the forms 
of law do not happen to have given them one. 
It would be wit for Mr. Lincoln to bear in 
mind the possibility of such an event.” 


The perusal of the above extracts, and 
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the condition of things 
indicate, seem more e a horrible 
dream than the réality. The bonds of

ADMONITION TO PROGRESSION._EXAMPLE OF THE SAINTS IN 


Every year that passes makes the propriety and wisdom of the Saints being 
devoted to the work of the Lord more and more apparent. To keep pace with 
the onward march of events—one important event treading, as it does, on the 
heels of another—requires earnest activity and devotion on the part ofall who — 
are connected with the great work of the last days. In no other way can they — 
expect to remain identified with it. The purposes of the Almighty are rolling forth 
with giant strides. The laggards who at present may have the work in view, 
unless they bestir themselves and partake of the progressive spirit which 
accompanies it, will soon be left so far behind that they will lose sight of 
it entirely, 
The present is a most important and interesting time, and it is the duty of every 
Latter-day Saint to awake to a full realization of it. As a people, we are about 
entering upon a new phase in our existence. The kingdom is assuming 6 
magnitude and proportion indicative of the destiny that awaits it in the futare, 
As other powers totter and fall, crumbling to pieces, despite every effort to check 
such a tendency, the system instituted by the Lord will stand firm and secure, 
increasing in strength and power. The contrast between its strength and 
development and their weakness and decline will be one means of attracting 
towards it the eyes of the world. : | | 
There has been an impatience manifested by many respecting the advance of 
the kingdom. It has seemed to progress too slowly for them. But if such persons 
will open their eyes to see the signs of the times, they must be satisfied that, 
instead of the kingdom being too slow in its progress, they have to be very 
diligent, or it will be far in adyance of them. When they see the trees putting 
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forth their leaves, they know that summer is nigh. So, also, by the signs of the 
times, may the near approach of the fulfilment of the Lord’s promises be discerned, 
An appropriate inquiry for every Saint to make of him or herself would be— 
“Do I comprehend the spirit of the times? and have I it sufficiently in my 
possession to prepare me for the events that are evidently at hand?” The timeg 
we live in call for an increase of the Spirit and of faith on the part of the Saints, 
Neither is it in Zion alone, and among the Saints who dwell there, that faith and . 
power are needed. These gifts are needed among the Saints scattered abroad, | 
and by everyone who is connected with the work in any capacity. Those who 
are abroad must exercise faith, to contribute by their efforts to the building | 
up of the work, and to escape the judgments and destructions which are coming 
upon the nations ; for the time is not far distant when faith will be required to 
enable the Saints to pass unharmed through the midst of the calamities that will 
be afflicting the people on the right and left. ar 
From Zion, the news brought by the last mails is very cheering to the lovers of the 
kingdom of God. The Saints are devoting themselves with greater energy than 
ever to the accomplishment of those duties devolving upon them. They seem to 
be fully alive to the importance of the times in which we are at present living. 
Besides the sending down of a large number of waggons and oxen to the frontiers 
to assist the poor Saints who are flocking there in large numbers, and to take them 
from that point to the Valley, they are doing all in their power to build up and 
beautify Zion. Weare informed, by letter from President Young, that, in addition to 
the other public buildings they contemplate erecting this season, they expect to 
labour upon the Temple and complete the basement-story walls before they are 
overtaken by winter. They are planning plenty of work of a publie nature to 
occupy all their spare time and means, developing their faith, increasing their 
experience, and uccumulating around them, by their untiring and well-directed 
industry, the abundant evidences of thrift and prosperity. They are becoming 4 
rich people, not only in worldly wealth, but in all the elements of greatness, by 
their liberality and unselfish devotion to the building up of the kingdom of God. 
In this respect they set a good example—one well worthy of imitation—to their 
brethren and sisters everywhere. The Saints in Zion are a living illustration of 
the truth of the words of the wise man who wrote the Proverbs—“ There is that scat- 
tereth, and yet increaseth ;” for they pay a strict tithing of all they earn and possess, 
donate liberally to the poor, answer the numerous calls made upon their time, 
(which, owing to their circumstances in a new country, surrounded by predatory 
bands of Indians, and annoyed by enemies who lay claim to the highest form of 
Civilization and enlightenment, have not been very few, nor for short periods,) 
and sustain the families of the Elders absent on missions, who stand in need of 
assistance; and yet their substance increases. There is, without doubt, less 
want among the people of God in the Valleys than among any other people of © 
the same number in any other country in the same latitudes. What they have 
is more equally distributed among them than among any other civilized people 
« whom we know anything about. | 
There is hope for humanity—a cheering and glorious prospect for the race of 
“man in the future, while such a people as they are upon the earth. The mind 
turns from the contemplation of the condition of other nations and peoples, the 
_ wretchedness and misery, the squalor and vice, the discord and confusion, the 
hypocrisy and unbelief that prevail to so great an extent in their midst, to the 
people of God in the mountains, with a feeling of relief. No oasis, clad with smiling 
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erdure and watered by crystal springs, ever offered to the weary traveller in a 
herbless and desert land a more delightful and gladdening prospect than does the 
wondition of that people to the philanthropist and the lover of his species. He can 
there see & condition of society that scoffers have denounced as utopian to hope 
for, declaring its realization to be impracticable among mortal men. | 
What has produced these wonderful results? Has it been man’s agency alone P 
No; but it has been the revelation of the truth in its purity and power to the 
earth, man’s faith therein calling forth exertions commensurate with the greatness 
of the cause, and the blessing of the Almighty upon those exertions. 
We have a strong desire to see the Saints in these lands manifest by their faith 
and works that they are equally worthy with their brethren and sisters in Zion 
of the truth of heaven, that they may be one with them in all things. The Saints 
are poor, yet they were never in a better position to have every effort of theirs 
contribute more directly to the welfare of the work and their own temporal 
salvation than at present. The Ministry generally throughout the Mission are 
not expensive. There are but few families to be sustained among the native 
Elders. The releasing of so many of the Elders who had families has curtailed 
the outlay of the means of Monferences and Districts heavily in that direction. 
The Saints are also relieved from the necessity of contributing to the Elders for 
any purpose, other than supplying them with necessary food, raiment, and shelter, 
with the addition, at times, of requisite travelling expenses while in their midst. 
This arrangement lessens the current expenses of the Mission, and ought to mate- 
rially increase the Tithing. 
Since the change inaugurated by President Young in the financial affairs of the 
Mission, leaving all free to exercise their agency respecting Tithing, there has been 
quite a falling off in the payment of Tithing. This was expected at the time. 
But we feel that it is now time that the attention of the Priesthood and Saints 
should be directed anew to this subject. We know that there is a blessing resting 
upon those who attend to this matter. - While we would not wish to see the Saints 
pay their Tithing from mere mercenary motives, yet we can say, from experience, 
that where it is possible for people to strictly practise this principle, and they do se, 
it is attended with an increase, not only in faith and wisdom, but in means also, 
because such persons have a claim upon the blessings of the Lord through his 
promises, and they have confidence to ask him for them. On the contrary, we 
never knew a Saint to whom the payment of Tithing was possible, who did not 
attend to it, who prospered. For proof of this, let the Saints themselves look 
around them in the Branches of their acquaintance, and we doubt not they will 
fnd the evidence of the truth of our words. The neglect of this principlé is 
an illustration of the truth of another saying of Solomon’s—“ There is that with- 
holdeth more than is meet, but it tendeth to poverty.”’. , 
The Tithing is now being used for the legitimate purposes for which it was 
designed, the Trustee-in-Trust having the entire control of it. Much of it will yet 
be used for the gathering of the poor. We have the assurance from President 
Young that, if this year’s operations in sending down teams to bring up the poor 
should be successful, it is expected to largely increase them another season, which 
will extend a strong helping hand to those who are unable to pay their way 
further than to Florence. He also says— Encourage the poor, and counsel 
them to continue stedfast and to do all they-can to help themselves, and the way 
_ from time to time be opened for them.” While this is the disposition of our 
rethren in Zion, and these are the liberal measures they are entering upon this 
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year and contemplating for another year, we who are in these lands should exey, 
ourselves to do a corresponding share in the carrying out of the purposes of i, 
Lord in building up Zion and gathering the people. All the Saints, whether 
rich or poor, can do something towards this. Let all be diligent in striving 
do their duty faithfully and ungrudgingly, and, if they have means, they will by 


_ no poorer for doing so; if they be poor, their poverty will be of shorter duration 


and their way will be sooner opened to gather to Zion. We may mention, for th 
encouragement of the Saints, that though there has been a large number of 
Elders with their families to sustain out of the fund, the expenses of this lag 
quarter have been considerably less than formerly. Now that the demands upm 
the fund have been reduced through the departure of so many of the Elders, we 
expect the expenses will be still further decreased, and, as a consequence, ths 
Tithing be increased. It is desirable that this should be the case. It is the duly 
of the Elders and the Saints to strengthen in this manner the hands of Presiden 
Young. His responsibilities are very onerous, and every true Saint will seek to 
make these sit as lightly upon him and his Counsellors as possible. To show the 
feelings he has for the poor Saints, and to show also the Priesthood from Zion 
the obligations that rest upon them, we extract the following from one of his 
recent letters, dated March 28th. He says—‘Say to all our Elders from here 
that their families, so far as I can learn, are getting along well, and that no 
application for assistance has been made without meeting a prompt response; 


_ and there are still funds from last fall’s donations; and the same liberal spirit 


that made them is ready to increase them, whenever necessary. This should 


- preclude their borrowing trouble or being over-anxious in regard to their. families, | 


We are pleased to have our Elders return from their missions poor in this world’s 
goods, having expended what they gained during their missions in gathering the 
poor, and make riches here after they return home. We delight in having our 
Missienaries return rich in the souls of men, rather than in carriages and 
merchandise. . . This feeling will be readily understood and practised by all 
who truly realize and practise their calling—viz., to preach the Gospel and 
gather Israel.”

SUMMARY OF NEWS AND PASSING EVENTS. 


AmEkican.—The greater part of San Juan has been destroyed, and 3,000 persons 
perished. It is stated at Brazos that the Mexicans are getting up another guerilla war 
on the Rio Grande, above Brownsville. The town of Roma has been pillaged and burnt, 
’ and many American families murdered. According to the papers, a rising of the slaves 
in the Southern States is feared in some quarters. A stampede of negroes has already 
taken place in Maryland. Complete anarchy is now said to prevail throughout the South. 
The revolutionists, at last date of news, were gathering in Virginia. The Navy 
Yard at Norfolk has been destroyed, and thirteen ships of war burnt, to prevent 
their falling into the hands of the secessionists, All the steamers of Morgan’s 
line plying between New Orleans and Galveston had been seized by the seces- 
sionists. Two or three had also been seized at Baltimore, Soldiers continued to 
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1° » at the Federal Capital. The ci _is’defended by 15,000 men. Fort Smith, in 
> perenne! with property estimated at 509,000 dollars, was taken by 300 State troops, iand 
ith the Confederate flag hoisted. Letters from Baltimore report the city as placed under martial 
F law by the authorities, and that citizens were warned to keep within doors. Mob rule had 
D been carried to such an extent, that it could no longer be tolerated. The Governors of 
18 New York, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, and Ohio telegraphed to Mayor Brown and to 
as Governor Hicks of Maryland, notifying them that they intend to send 10,000 troops 
nt through Maryland, for the protection of the Federal capital; that if are not 
re molested they will pass through without molesting or interfering with the rights of any 
nt | vate persons; that if their progress was obstructed, on the other hand, they will reduce 
of the city of Baltimore to ashes, for that the Government of the United States shall be 
maintained. Mayor Brown accordingly apeoeie to the President to save the city of 
Ig Baltimore by countermanding the orders for the passage of troops through Maryland. 
1 The President replied that, if the Governors aforesaid found it necessary to take such 
A steps in response to his call for troops, it was Maryland’s question whether she would be 
‘ loval or not ; that it was her question whether she had obeyed the law and supported the 
. Government as she ought; and as for himself, he would take no measures whatever to 
h interfere with the progress of troops from the loyal States to the Federal capital, and 
h yould issue no orders of countermand. Agents have arrived from America by the Persia to 


purchase rifled cannon of the Armstrong, Clay, and Blakely patterns ; also nearly 200,000 
rifles and revolvers for immediate shipment. 
GenzraL.—The Eastern question is daily becoming more imminent, and begins to 
assume a serious attitude. e Turkish Government is in great trouble in Montenegro, 
and the telegraph reports an outbreak at Niksiche, in consequence of a breach of faith as 
to the blockade of that place, in which 80 Mahometans were massacred. Great agitation 
prevails in Hungary. The Comuitats have protested in a body against the coercive 
measurés for collecting the taxes, and ptoms of an insurrection have broken out with 
alarming intensity. A Turin letter of Friday, May 3rd, says that at a very late hour on 
; Thursday night, May 2nd, the —— veep on the receipt of a telegram, held a 
special meeting, which lasted three hours, and that the next morning several Hungarian 
oficers of rank left for the head-quarters of the Hungarian Legion of Southern Italy.

Prxin,—Pekin, the capital city of China, containing a population of 200,000,000, is 
surrounded by walls forty feet high, having sixteen gates leading into the city. Overeach 
gate is a watch-tower nine stories high. The streets run in straight lines, those of the 
greatest importance being from 140 to 200 feet wide, and three miles in length. 

Hatos.—Halos are coloured rings which at considerable distances surround the sun. 
Two are observable at once, the one at about twice the distance of the other; and some- 
times a third, at twice the distance of the second, and about 90 degrees (or a quarter of a 
cirdle) from the sun, The smaller circles are generally coloured, the red being inner

Laws or Motion.—The leading truths respecting the movements of bodies are summed 
up in the following Newtonian axioms:—lIst. Every body must persevere in its state of 
rest, or of uniform motion in a straight line, unless it be compelled to change that state 
by forces impressed upon it. 2nd. Every change of motion must be proportional to the 
Impressed force, and must be in the direction of that straight line in which the force is 
Impressed, 3rd. Action must always be equal and contrary to reaction; or, the actions 
of two bodies upon each other must be equal, and their directions must be opposite.
